THE WEEK IN EDMONTON 


With the passage of the new lands 
act, the era of homesteading appears 
to have ended in Alberta, No more 
will land-hungry settlers stake their 
| classic bet of ten dollars to a quarter 
section that they can “make a go of 
it” on virgin land, The new act, which 
provides for a long term leasing pro- 
position with an option of purchase, 
may rightfully be set down as Alber- 
ta’s charter of coming-of-age, It would 
seem that a new phase of our country’s 
building was reached at the end of 
March, 

There was no frantic last minute 
rushes to take up homesteads, Para- 
duxically, the land office did av 
“land office business.” Actually, dur- 
ing the last days of the homestead 
era, only 68 persons filed on new quar- 
ters up to March 25. A number of op- 
tions granted before that date may be 
taken up within a period of 90 days. 
Of the 68 homestead filings, 46 were 
by women, 


With the approach of spring work 
on Alberta farms, the need for vacci- 
|nation of all horses against the ex- 
pected onslaught of sleeping sickness 
is being stressed by Department of 
| Agriculture officials, Early this week 
80,000 doses of chick vaccine had been 
| distributed, and ample further sup- 
plies are assured, 

With the horse population of ap- 
proximately 650,000 head in Alberta, 
it is apparent that protection of this 
great store of real wealth will demand 
all the care that owners can give if 
a serious epidemic is to be avoided.

Fortunately for the farmer it has 
been found that treating the seed be- 
fore sowing with mercurial dust, Cere- 
san or Leytosan, greatly lessens 
damage from root rot diseases. 

The mercurial dust treatment has 
the further advantage that it will also 
prevent damage from stinking smut 
or bunt. 

The use of fertilizer, too, sown into 
the ground with the seed is now a 
common practise on our prairies. With 
it the crop matures earlier, shows 2 
hirher yield ond tho groin has a bet- 
tor erode Besides this, fertilizer cer- 
tninly decrenses damage from wire 
worms. It is gond practise, and farm- 
ers, I recommend, should certainly 
consider it

Do A Better Job 


Plants Analyze Soils More Efficiently 
Than A Chemist 

Chemists can analyze soils to de- 

termine whether they provide all the 


chemical foods necessary for plant 
growth, but the plants themselves 
can do the job better. The = skilled 


botanist can read telltale symptoms 
of diet deficiencies in the leaves of 
the plant. Using tobacco as a “test- 
tube” plant, Dr. J. E 
the U.S, Department of Agriculture 
has found that lack of nitrogen in 
the soil up in paler 
leaves turning yellow and drying out 
to a light brown. If the soil lacks 
phosphorus, he says, the leaves are 
darker green and narrow, and the 
plant remains immature. Iron starva- 
tion is indicated when the leaves fail 
to develop any green except 
along the veins..—-Popular Mechanics

mal function of the lungs, will cause 
shortness of breath. The blood in 
such conditions is unable to gain a 
sufficient supply of oxygen for an 
adequate lung supply. In the young, 
one should take note of breathless- 
ness. It is often associated with 
heart or lung disease. The best time 
to treat such a condition is before 
the cause has progressed very far. 
One of the best means of warding off 
the consequences of the various 
agencies productive of breathlessness 
is by regular physical examination. 
This advice pertains to both young 
and old. If universally followed, it 
would prevent much severe illness 
and many premature deaths.

Great Britain and France 
cast a protective shield over Rou- | 
mania and Greece while continuing 
negotiations with Turkey and Bul- | 
garia to join Poland in a grand alli- 
ance against aggression in Europe. 

Concurrent statements in London 
and Paris by Prime Minister Cham-! 
berlain and Premier Daladier pledged 
the armed strength of Great Britain | 
and France to Roumania and Greece 
if either of those Balkan countries 
marshalled its forces to defend its 
territory from outside aggression. 

Unlike the Anglo-French pledge 
to Poland, the guarantees to Greece 
and Roumania are unilateral, With- 
in a few days it is hoped in London 
to merge these pledges into a formal 


anti-aggression pact. Then, it is 
hoped, Russia will underwrite the 
whole scheme, just as France and 
Britain have done. 


If Turkey and Bulgaria joined the 
anti-aggression front it would mark 
out a solid bloc of gun-studded ter- 
ritory stretching from the Baltic to 
the Mediterranean which would be 
forbidden land for the forces of the 
dictator states unless they desired a 
general war. 


In addition it would turn the 
whole eastern Mediterranean into a 
vast preserve—a no man's land for 


Hitler and Mussolini—through French 
domination of Syria and British con- 
trol of Palestine and Egypt. 

Mr. Chamberlain, after reviewing 
Italy's Good Friday invasion of Al- 
bania, announced the new pledges in 
these words: 

“His Majesty’s government attach 
the greatest importance to the 
avoidance of disturbance by force, or 
threats of force, of the status quo in 


the Mediterranean and the Balkan 
peninsula. 

“Consequently, they have come to 
the conclusion that, in the event of 


any action being taken which clearly 
threatens the independence of Greece 
and Roumania, and which the Greek 
or Roumanian government 
tively consider it vital to resist with 
their national forces, His Majesty's 
government will feel themselves 
bound to lend at once to the Greek 
or Roumanian governments, as the 
case might be, all the support in 
their power.” 

The prime minister spoke for half 
an hour, reading in a low, hoarse 
voice from a manuscript. General 
debate followed in which criticism 
of the government's policies centred 
on the exclusion of Russia from the 
general scheme for halting the dic- 
tators.

Expert Doubts Efficiency Of Moving 
Troops In This Manner 

Leslie L. Irvin, parachute designer, 
believes the plan to transport troops 
by planes and drop them to the 
ground would be a “suicidal” war 
manoeuvre, 

Irvin, a resident of England, where 
he recently was cited for meritor- 
ious accomplishment in the aviation 
industry, said while in Buffalo: 

“Russia and France, and Germany 
to a lesser extent, have been experi- 
menting with the plan. I know defi- 
nitely that the Russians have had 
8,000 in the air in mass parachute 
descents, while France has had 40 
aloft at one time. 

“I doubt, however, that this tactic 
would be justifiable under war con- 
ditions, It would be suicidal as far 
as the troops are concerned, and it 
is questionable whether they could 
accomplish any mission before they 
were shot or captured.” 

Irvin said it would be quite pos- 
sible to build a parachute large 
enough to bring down an airplane, 
but that such a life-saving device 
would be impractical. 

“If a pilot could put a plane in 
the proper position,” the parachute 
designer said, “we could bring it 
down safely every time with a chute. 
But if the pilot could do that much, 
it is quite likely he also could land 
it safely himself.” 

The first practical test of a para- 
chute made by Irvin is remembered 
vividly by him. It was he who per- 
formed the initial “free jump" with 
the bulky device, cut out, sewn and 
tied in a millinery shop. 

“They asked me if I was willing 
to try it, and I did try it in Day- 
ton, O., 20 years ago,” he said. “I
